Remember balloon boy? 

Richard Heene’s claim in 2009 that his son 
was in a loose balloon prompted live cover- 
age nationwide of authorities tracking the 
craft while they grappled over how to 
rescue the boy inside. When the 
balloon came to rest in a field, 
however, Heene’s son was not 
inside. The boy later was 
found hiding in the family’s 
house. 

Now, the self-styled sci- 
entist behind the “balloon 
boy hoax” is offering up the 
saucer in an online auction to 
benefit relief efforts in Japan, 
according to balloonboyflying 
saucer.com. The site, which claims 
to be the work of California lawyer Perry 
Rausher, assures potential bidders that Heene 
will not receive any money from the auction. 

“The winning bidder’s funds will go directly 
into the Trust Account of Attorney Perry H. 
Rausher of Calabasas, California. Mr. Raush- 
er will then write a check to a selected chari- 
table organization that is helping the Japanese 
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Investigators at the spot where * 
the balloon landed in 2009.

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cause. The Heene family will not re- 
ceive anything from the sale,” the site says. 

Rausher did not immediately return calls 
for comment. 

The site says visitors can purchase the sau- 
cer outright for $1 million or submit a bid on- 
line. In addition to the questions mentioned 
above, the form also inquires of “your main 


interest” in the craft, how it will be used and 
whether potential buyers have read Heene’s 
paper, “Electromagnetic Fields Recorded in 
Mesocyclones.” 

The site also contains a link to a YouTube 
video of Heene and his wife, standing out- 
side in front of a deflated silver balloon while 
they explain their motives behind the sale 


and the craft’s functionality. 

“We went on the Internet and we saw that 
over 18,000 people have perished over in Ja- 
pan because of that tsunami,” Heene says in 
the video. 

“We thought, how can we help out? We 
can’t with our hands but we have something 
that we think could help.”

Women, police 
have trust issues 

Slutwalk, a provocatively named march that has become a global 
movement, isn’t about wearing as little as possible and celebrating 
sluttiness — though that’s certainly the impression random com- 
m enters on Slutwalk Chicago’s Facebook wall seem to have. 

It’s about women taking to the streets to protest against sexual 
violence with messages such as: “Whatever we wear, wherever we 
go, yes means yes and no means no,” Words like that set a warm 
little feminist fire in my heart. 

The movement was sparked in January when a Toronto police 
officer remarked that women could stop street harassment by not 
dressing like a “slut,” In response, women took to the street in “slut- 
ty” or “not slutty” clothes and made their collective voice heard. 

The “protest against police” mentality of the first march doesn’t 
seem to have spread, with more cities focusing on issues such as 
street harassment and slut-shaming (attacking a woman for sexual 
choices that often would get a man labeled a “stud”). However, as 
Slutwalk arrives Saturday in Chicago, the city couldn’t be more ripe 
for an examination of women’s trust issues with the police. 

In March, a 22-year-old woman reported being raped by two 
Chicago police officers. According to prosecutors, she accepted a 
ride home from the on-duty cops before she was assaulted in their 
marked SUV and then raped in her Rogers Park home. Last week 
she filed a federal lawsuit alleging one of the officers had been 
implicated in another on-duty assault before her own incident and 
accusing the police of a “code of silence.” 

These officers have only been charged and not convicted, but the 
news doesn’t exactly build trust in Chicago cops, does it? And I’m 
not saying all Chicago cops are misogynists, but my own confidence 
was shaken when I was stopped by police officers, seemingly for 
nothing but wearing a strapless summer dress in a shabbier part of 
Bucktown. They questioned me about where I was going, what I 
was wearing and whether my boyfriend was black or white. They 
checked my ID and ended with telling me that I shouldn’t be out in 
that neighborhood. 

I’ll be at Slutwalk Chicago on Saturday, and what I’d most like to 
see is women not only asserting and reclaiming that their “dress is 
not a yes” but going back to the movement’s roots and opening the 
dialogue about their relationship with the police. 

What should Chicago cops who participate in this kind of be- 
havior take away from Slutwalk? My hope is they see these protest- 
ers (in underwear or not) and listen. Treat those of us on the street 
with as much respect as they treat the women they know and love. 

So many women have stories about being harassed or harmed 
or shamed by cops in Chicago and beyond. These are stories that 
should be out there. Liberation of each story is education, and 
we’re marching toward something greater for us all.

As they were handed the license, Harris 
burst into tears and Watkins held her tightly 
while about 100 other couples erupted in ap- 
plause. 

As Illinois became the sixth state to allow 
civil unions or their equivalent, the couples 
who flocked to clerk’s offices across the Chi- 
cago area mirrored the diversity of the gay 


and lesbian community There were young 
couples with spiked hair and nose piercings, 
older couples who have been together for de- 
cades, military veterans, city workers, parents 
pushing strollers. 

“Their love and commitment needs no 
validation,” said Debra Shore, commissioner 
of the Metropolitan Water Reclamation 
District, as she addressed the Daley Center 
crowd. 

“But today the engine of government says 
we will move toward justice and fairness.” 

More than 150 licenses were obtained 
Wednesday through the Cook County clerk’s 
offices, with many more taken out in sur- 
rounding counties. 

As with a marriage, couples have to wait 


one day before holding a ceremony On 
Thursday Gov Quinn and Mayor Emanuel 
will be in Millennium Park as more than 
30 couples enter into civil unions. 

“I signed that law and I think it’s a good 
law,” Quinn said Wednesday “I think it makes 
us a better state.” 

Though there were no protesters around 
the Daley Center, opponents of the civil 
union law are trying to muster support to 
put an advisory referendum measure that 
would oppose the new law on the 2012 bal- 
lot. 

Catholic officials have said there’s a lack of 
clarity in the law as to whether religious child 
welfare agencies will be required to place chil- 
dren with couples in civil unions.

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Charities of Rockford, for example, halted 
adoption and foster services Wednesday rath- 
er than comply with the law 

Jim Darby a 79 -year-old veteran and head 
of the Chicago chapter of American Veterans 
for Equal Rights, said he and his partner of 
47 years didn’t want to wait to get a civil union 
license, knowing that any law can be chal- 
lenged. 

“Do it now,” Darby said while standing in 
line at the Daley Center with his partner, Pat- 
rick Bova, who also was celebrating his 73rd 
birthday “Tomorrow is promised to no one. 
Why not get down here today?” 

Of course, with the right to form civil 
unions comes the mechanism to dissolve 
them. First thing Wednesday morning, a 


Chicago attorney filed a petition for divorce 
in Peoria County Circuit Court on behalf of 
a man who married his partner in Canada in 
2006. 

Whether it’s the right to come together 
or to separate, advocates of gay and lesbian 
rights say the civil unions law is worthy of 
celebration, but they stress that it in no way 
marks the end of their work. The next step 


would be to follow either a judicial or legis- 
lative path toward legalizing same-sex mar- 
riage. 

“This is a step closer,” said Ann Perkins, a 
lawyer in the city of Chicago’s Law Depart- 
ment, as she waited in line with her partner 
and their 10 -year-old son. “But whatever re- 
lief this brings is tempered by the fact that 
we still don’t have full rights.”

Support for 
same-sex 
marriage 
ballooning

In 1988, the National Opinion Research 
Center at the University of Chicago add- 
ed a question to its annual social survey: 
“Same-sex couples should be allowed to get 
married. Do you agree or disagree?” 

That first year, only about 12 percent oi 
Americans agreed. But by 2010, that figure 
had leapt to 46 percent in favor of same- 
sex marriage compared with 40 percent 
opposed. It was the first time the numbei 
agreeing outpaced the number disagree- 
ing. 

On Wednesday, Illinois became the 
sixth state to offer civil unions or theii 
equivalent to same-sex couples. Observers 
of the gay and lesbian civil rights move- 
ment say that the new Illinois law, coupled 
with statistical and anecdotal evidence oi 
widespread changing attitudes, indicates 
that the push for full equality will contin- 
ue— likely with considerable success. 

“It just adds to the sense of inevitable 
social change,” said Andrew Koppelman. 
a professor of political science and law at 
Northwestern University “This has been a 
spectacularly successful social movement, 
In about 10 years, they’ve reached the 
point where a quarter of the population 
of the United States lives someplace that 
at least has civil unions. And that’s from 
nothing.” 

Recent events in the world of profes- 
sional basketball demonstrated, to some 
degree, how attitudes toward gays and les- 
bians have changed. 

Phoenix Suns CEO Rick Welts came 
out last month, saying he wanted to open 
up a conversation about the topic of homo- 
sexuality in men’s team sports. In Chicago. 
Bulls center Joakim Noah was excoriated 
—and fined $50,000 by the league— foi 
hurling an anti-gay slur toward a fan during 
a playoff game. 

“The mindset that holds that homo- 
sexuality is unthinkable is disappearing in 
American culture,” Koppelman said. 

The numbers buttress that claim. 

Tom Smith, director of the Genera] 
Social Survey at the National Opinion 
Research Center, said that in terms of ap- 
proval of gay marriage, the nearly fourfold 
increase since 1988 is “one of the biggest 
changes we’ve seen in the last 20 years.” 
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Quinn still mum on casino issue

Gov. Quinn said Wednesday he’ll have to re- 
view a massive gambling expansion bill before

“I have told the legislators over and over 
again, the people of Illinois do not want an ex- 
cessive gambling bill that’s top heavy” Quinn 
said. “I think there are parameters that if they 
were followed” would allow the state to do 
this in a proper way 


“Once the General Assembly got this sub- 
ject, it got more and more top heavy We’ve 
got to make sure the people come first. ... If 
they are in any way harmed by this particular 
legislation, I won’t approve it.” 

Quinn did not say he would veto the mea- 
sure, nor did he say he would sign it. He talked 
about how he wanted to hear what “the people” 
think, that he wants every provision, including 
some that were added at the last minute, to 
come out and be considered by the public. 


Quinn also said he has met with Mayor 
Emanuel about the plan, which includes a 
Chicago casino. Quinn said he talked with 
Emanuel about io days ago in Chicago about 
15 issues or so. Quinn said he told Emanuel he 
supports a Chicago casino but worried about 
the gambling push getting “excessive.” 

In Chicago, Emanuel talked about his in- 
teraction with Quinn on the casino. 

“In my conversations with him he sees the 
strengths,” Emanuel said. 


Emanuel didn’t want to talk about the loca- 
tion of a Chicago casino, either. 

‘At the appropriate time we’ll figure it out,” 
Emanuel said of a potential site. “We’ll get a 
group to decide where and how it will work.” 

Emanuel was asked about a new casino 
helping the city financially 

“This does not absolve us from the respon- 
sibility of making tough decisions when it 
comes to our budget,” Emanuel said. “It’s not 
a panacea.” 


Emergency 
phones off the 
hook at parks

In the stairwells of the underground parking 
garages serving Millennium and Grant parks, 
wires dangle from the red metal boxes that house 
emergency telephones. 

The phones, located on all levels, have been 
out of commission since mid-May because of a 
project to upgrade the system, and they won’t 
be re-connected until July That has left some 
garage-users, forced to rely on spotty cellphone 
service, a bit nervous. 

“I am concerned about crime,” said Judith Ar- 
onson, 57, who uses the Millennium Park Garage 
when she needs to drive to work instead of take 
the train. “I don’t like being alone and not know- 
ing if my cellphone is dead ... or has a signal.” 

Morgan Stanley which leases the garages, is 
not required to provide emergency phone service 
but chose to invest in a system upgrade, leading 
to the temporary outage, according to a spokes- 
woman for LAZ Parking, which operates the fa- 
cilities. 

“Because of the fact that you can use your 
cellphone, you don’t really need to worry about 
the emergency phones,” said LAZ spokeswoman 
Avis LaVelle. “The system is being upgraded ... to 
improve the quality of response.” 

The emergency phones are connected to the 
garage office, where attendants can dispatch a se- 
curity guard or get help for a motorist whose car 
has a dead battery or other problem. 

LaVelle said enhanced technology will bet- 
ter allow people “to reach the office in case they 
need help in a hurry” but couldn’t offer further 
details on the project.

FAA: Laser pointers 
dangerous to pilots 


WASHINGTON Delta Air Lines pilot Capt. Chad 
Smith was flying at 6,ooo feet approaching Will 
Rogers World Airport in Oklahoma City in March 
when he saw a flash out of the corner of his eye. It 
looked like lightning, he said, except for its color- 
green. 

“I think we just got hit by a laser,” his first officer 
told him. 

The green light again illuminated the plane’s cock- 
pit, confirming the crew’s suspicions, and making 
Smith “Exhibit A” in a Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion effort to highlight the potential dangers of peo- 
ple who intentionally target aircraft with laser beams. 

At a news conference Wednesday, FAA Admin- 
istrator Randy Babbitt tried to educate the public 
about the danger of pointing lasers at aircraft and an- 
nounced the agency would seek civil penalties of up 
to $n,ooo for people caught targeting planes with 
lasers. 

“People think these are toys. They are not toys,” 
said Babbitt, a former airline pilot. “They are very 
dangerous and they pose a great danger. They can be 
medically harmful to pilots.” 


GROWING PROBLEM 

The number of pilots reporting being targeted 
by lasers has grown steadily since the FAA began 
keeping records in 2005, and nearly doubled last 
year to 2,836, up from 1,527 the previous year, the 
FAA said. 


Officials say the increase in reports of laser inci- 
dents likely is attributable to the increased availabil- 
ity of cheap and powerful laser pointers; to the intro- 
duction of green lasers, which are more easily seen; 
and to increased reporting of laser events by pilots. 

Because there have been relatively few prosecu- 
tions for pointing lasers, officials say they do not have 
a profile of a typical laser attacker. But they said laser 
attacks probably are done for amusement, perhaps by 
people who are unaware of the potential danger. 

“What really struck me about the laser was the 
intensity of it,” Smith told reporters. “It’s very strik- 
ing how intense and how keen the beam is. More 
importantly were the 142 passengers that we carried 
behind us, completely oblivious to what was going on 
up front.”

Shaquille O’Neal, the dominant center who 
played on four NBA championship teams, an- 
nounced his retirement Wednesday after a career 
of nearly two decades.

Some of best seasonal cooking in the city 
is at revamped, renamed Perennial Virant 


By Lisa Arnett 

While every other newbie restaurant seems to be 
talking the “local, seasonal” talk, Paul Virant has 
been walking the walk at Vie in west suburban 
Western Springs since 2004. And city foodies 
haven’t been taking the Metra for nothing— he 
does it really really well. 

So well, actually, that it’s a wonder no one 
has persuaded him to open a restaurant in 
Chicago proper until now The Boka Res- 
taurant Group (Boka, Landmark, Girl & the 
Goat, GT Fish & Oyster) did just that after 
its chef at Lincoln Park restaurant Peren- 
nial, Ryan Poli, announced he was leaving for 
Tavernita, opening later this summer in River 


North. And so Perennial plus Virant equals 
the new Perennial Virant, which opened 
May 18 after a top-to-bottom rehab. 

I arrived at Perennial Virant, more casual 
than the special-occasion worthy Vie, via 
a quick bus ride from downtown. From 
the start it’s clear that Virant continues to 
be local to the core; even the whole-grain 
bread served at the meal’s start is made with 
grains from Heritage Farms in Elburn and 
barley malt from Goose Island here in town. 
Though the right side of the menu tempts 
with a slew of shareable plates, I stuck to 
the left side to see what the $37 three-course 
meal (called the PV3) would buy 


1. EVERY DISH MANAGES TO ... 

... balance flavors perfectly. Virant intends to 
change the three-course options often based 
on limited quantities of seasonal produce and 
meats he can get his hands on. During my din- 
ner, chicken fricassee ($25 or part of the $37 
three-course meal) is light but still hearty, with 
bites of meaty oyster mushrooms, green garlic 
and shaved bits of turnip. Virant’s well-publicized 
penchant for pickling shows not just in the doz- 
ens of jars lined up on the wall, but in vinegary 
veggies that provide that punch of acidity to 
counter rich, smoky flavors, such as the sweet 
onion relish coating potato chunks alongside 
rich Great Lakes whitefish ($21 or as part of the 
three-course meal). 


2 . 1 CAN’T STOP 
THINKING ABOUT... 

... the pork shoulder confit ($12 alone or 
part of the $37 meal) with a giardiniera of 
white turnips, fennel, carrots and radishes. 
It’s a crab cake-like disc of juicy, tender 
pork shreds, seared to a satisfying crisp. 
Also dominating my dinner daydreams is 
the butter pound cake dessert ($8 alone 
or part of the $37 meal). Virant borrowed 
Boka pastry chef Kady Yon to collaborate 
on the sweets, and I gobbled up every bite 
of this Twinkie-hued bar of buttery cake 
with buttered hickory nuts and toasted 
milk ice cream (which, in case you’ve nev- 
er toasted your milk, tastes kind of malty).

... the oh-so-pretty, pergola-outfitted patio is still 
intact, though for now there’s some unfortu- 
nate scaffolding intruding on the picturesque 
park view. 

4 . EVEN IF YOU 
DON’T DRINK WINE... 

... take a look at the bottle list for categories 
that are helpful and fun, from “Liquid Dessert” 
to “Rhone Rangers” and “From Our Friends in 
Michigan.” Never-too-sweet cocktails follow the 
rightfully popular practice of tweaking tried- 
and-true classics, from Remember the Maine 
Forest ($12, like a Manhattan but with 
tea-infused rye) and the Late Spring 
Daiquiri ($12) with rum, honey and 
allspice. 

5 . I’LL RETURN TO ... 

... dip into the shared-plates 
sides of the menu. These 
dishes also will change spon- 
taneously, but Virant hopes 
a few will become signa- 
tures even as the preparations 
change, such as the Yukon Gold 
potato gnocchi with spring veggie 
ragout ($17) or crispy carnaroli rice, a take 
on arancini with cheese curds ($11). 


6 . JUST WAIT UNTIL... 

... brunch launches in time for Father’s Day (if 
this sounds like your dad’s style, make your res- 
ervations soon). It’ll likely take on a Southern- 
inspired “meat and three” format, with your 
choices of breakfast meats plus sides of eggs, 
veggies or breads. 

7 . MY ONLY COMPLAINT ... 

... is that I just can’t get on board with the name. 
It’s clunky. And awkward. I have yet to talk with 
anyone (correction: anyone not affiliated with 
the restaurant) who is genuinely crazy about 
it. The staff has taken to calling it PV for short, 
which sounds like something you should 
be treating with antibiotics. 

BOTTOM LINE: 

In theory, Virant and the Boka 
crew have created a restau- 
rant that will make you want 
to come back because the 
menu will change often. In 
practice, you’ll return because 
every bite delivers in the deli- 
ciousness department.

When Brian J. Smith's agent first ap- 
proached him with the offer to star in 
the Syfy movie “Red Inaction: Origins," 
the actor was less than thrilled.

A hopping 
beer buffet

As a frequent and fervent beer drinker, 

I’ve long been aware of what I consider the 
“armpit hop.” 

It’s the one that makes some India pale 
ales taste brash, floral and delicious— but 
smells faintly of armpits. Thanks to Samuel 
Adams, I can finally put a bit more identity 
to that hop, which is the Simcoe varietal 
grown in Yakima Valley Wash. 

That’s the genius of Samuel Adams’ 
limited-edition Latitude 48 Deconstructed 
12-pack: It strips an IPA— craft beer’s most 
beloved style— to its bare essence. 

The idea is this: Samuel Adams’ Latitude 
48 IPA includes five hops— Hallertau Mit- 
telfrueh (grown in Germany); East Kent 
Goldings (England); and Ahtanum, Simcoe 
and Zeus (all Yakima Valley). For the 12-pack, 


the brewery produced five limited-edition 
IPAs, each featuring only one of those hops. 
Two of each are in the mix pack, along with 
two of the regular Latitude 48s. 

What you get is a delicious and educa- 
tional 12-pack that most craft breweries are 
too small to execute and most large breweries 
are too uninterested to try 

The best use seemed to be comparing 
them all at once, so with two savvy beer- 
loving colleagues, I poured all six into short 
glasses to smell, sip and discuss the differ- 
ences, which were pronounced. 

The Hallertau Mittelfrueh, for instance, 
had a robust nose (not as robust as the 
Simcoe) but was one of the least bitter in the 
box; it was relatively mild and dry for an IPA. 
The East Kent Goldings seemed one-di- 
mensional. The Simcoe and Zeus beers were 
large, fruity and piney The Ahtanum, with a 


fairly mild nose, produced a bold, spicy and 
complex flavor that made it a unanimous first 
choice among us for the single-hopped beers. 

While the Ahtanum also was my col- 
leagues’ favorite in the box, mine was the 
regular year-round version of Latitude 48. 

If drinking those five single-hopped beers 
taught me anything, it was that they do their 
best work together.
